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PNNA Board Meeting Minutes 

17 April 2010, Tukwila, Washington

The board meeting was called to order by Presi- 
dent Lisa Loos at 8:05 a.m. Lisa welcomed the direc- 
tors and introduced guests, who are noted above. 

Officer Reports: 

Mike Labosier called for any changes or correc- 
tions to the minutes of the January 16, 2010 board 
meeting as published on the PNNA website. No 
changes were reported and the minutes were approved 
(Bill/Scott). Mike had no club correspondence to re- 
port. 

Scott Loos presented the Treasurer’s report. Club 
revenues for first quarter of 2010 totaled $22,781, 
mostly from convention income. Expenses for the three 
month period were $2,837. At March 31, the Associa- 
tion’s cash balances totaled $78,340, invested mostly in 
CDs and a money market account. Fund balances also 
totaled $78,340, with $66,853 of that in the general 
fund. The Treasurer’s report was accepted by the board 
(Danny/Mark). 

Committee Reports: 

Election - Bill announced the winners of the 2010 
PNNA Board election: (See list of officers on page 1.) 

There were six retirements from the board, some 
after many years of service to the PNNA. Leaving the 
board were: Rob Anglemier, Steve Cox, Del Cushing, 
Craig Korstad, David Ownbey and Michael Sanders. 
Bill noted that 70 of the 226 ballots sent out were voted 
and returned, a better result than in the last several elec- 
tions. Improvements to the process this year included 
providing brief biographies of the candidates with the 
ballot, and providing pre-printed labels for returning 
the ballots by mail. Lisa thanked Bill for his work in 
chairing the committee and for the innovations he in- 
troduced. 


Membership - Lisa unveiled the new tri-fold 
membership flyers, made available for the first time to 
visitors at the convention. The flyers explain the bene- 
fits of PNNA membership and include a membership 
application. Lisa had also sent personalized letters to all 
PNNA Life Members inviting them to the show. Life 
Members who attended were given special badges that 
entitled them to free early bird admission to the show 
and access to the dealer hospitality room. 

Publication - No official report. It is noted for the 
minutes that Eric produced a 16-page convention spe- 
cial edition of The Nor’wester. Eric also put together 
some envelopes of information for visitors to the show, 
which included copies of The Nor’wester, along with 
various other handouts and flyers. The free e-mail 
membership offer was continued with paid admission 
to this year’s Tukwila convention. 

Education - Scott is continuing his work with the 
ANA to explore offering an educational program to be 
co-sponsored by the PNNA and the ANA. The topics 
under consideration would likely be counterfeit detec- 
tion and/or conservation. As to timing, any offering 
would likely be in the September/October timeframe 
and would be planned as a stand-alone event, not of- 
fered in conjunction with a coin show. 

Convention - Mike reported that the first day of 
the 2010 convention had attracted 350 paid admissions. 
A new decorator was used this year, and everyone 
seemed please with their work. The dealers seemed 
pleased with the show planning and set-up work, and 
with the registration process. The most pervasive nega- 
tive comments concerned the temperature in the 
bourse, which was uncomfortably warm. The facility’s 
manager had been contacted to investigate the problem 
and explore ways to make the room more comfortable 
for the remainder of the show. Scott noted that the deal- 
ers had reported mixed business results from Friday’s 
activity. 

Awards/Scholarships - Danny reported that the 
winners of the Bob Everett Memorial Award and the 
adult Summer Seminar Scholarship would be an- 
nounced at the annual General Membership Meeting 
and Awards Presentation on Saturday evening. Danny 
also noted that no applications had been received for 
the YN Summer Seminar Scholarship. There was some 
discussion as to whether or not two adult scholarships 
should be awarded in the absence of any YN candi- 
dates. It was decided to make no changes for now, and 
to award only the adult scholarship this year. 

Exhibits - No official report. It is noted for the 
minutes that Larry Rowe is serving as Exhibit Chair- 
man at the annual convention. Exhibits will be setup 
and awards determined on Saturday. {See page 3.} 
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Outreach - Lisa reported that Greg Smith is ready 
to pass the baton to a new volunteer to head up the 
PNNA’s participation at the Puyallup Fair’s Flobby 
Flail. Greg has done a great job in past years and Lisa is 
looking for a new volunteer who lives close enough to 
Puyallup to conveniently serve in that role. 

Other Business: 

Danny noted that the new ANA Fall National 
Money Show will first be held in Pittsburgh, PA in 
October 2011. We will need to set the PNNA fall con- 
ference dates to avoid conflict with the ANA show. 

Scott proposed the idea of having separate exhibit 
awards at the PNNA fall show in Portland, rather than 
just offering competitive exhibiting at the annual Tuk- 
wila convention. 

Walt Ostromecki thanked Paul Hollis of Mande- 
ville, Louisiana for donating a large quantity of the new 
2010 Lincoln cents and informational cards about them 
for distribution to YN visitors. Walt also expressed his 
appreciation for the PNNA’s continuing support of YN 
activities and emphasized that this is an important in- 
vestment in the future of the hobby. 

Eric announced that there was a new section of the 
PNNA website for committees and suggested that com- 
mittee chairman or others active in the committees 
should post useful information about their activities on 
those web pages. 

There being no further business, the board ap- 
proved a motion to adjourn at 8:45 a.m. (Mark/Danny).

President Lisa Loos called the meeting to order at 
approximately 6:15 p.m. Lisa introduced herself, wel- 
comed the attendees and explained the meeting format. 

Election Report 

Bill McKivor reported on the recent PNNA Board 
of Directors election and announced the results. 

Continuing board members are: Lisa Loos 

(President), Danny Bisgaard (Vice President), Michael 
Labosier (Secretary), Scott Loos (Treasurer), Larry 
Gaye (Past President), Mark Gruner (Director) William 
McKivor (Director), Gawain O’Connor (Director), 
Bruce Wonder (Director). Eric Holcomb is continuing 
as appointed Editor and Webmaster. 

New board members (all Directors) are: John 
Enges, James Reinders, Dale Reubish, Rick Schultz, 
Dennis Stevens, and Dan Vornbrock. 

Departing Directors are: Rob Anglemier, Steve 
Cox, Del Cushing, Eric Holcomb, Craig Korstad, 
David Ownbey and Michael Sanders. 

Installation of New Board 

The new and continuing board members were in- 
troduced and the new board was installed by ANA 
Governor Walt Ostromecki. 

Introductions 

Lisa called on the newly elected board members to 
introduce themselves and briefly describe their interests 
and what they hoped to accomplish on the board. {Eric 
recorded some of this on video, which will eventually 
be posted to the website.} 
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Q & AJ General Discussion 

Lisa then opened the meeting to questions and 
comments from the members in attendance. Several 
attendees raised questions as noted below, and there 
was general discussion of the issues involved. 

Larry Gaye opened with a suggestion that meet- 
ings of the PNNA membership (board?) be held in con- 
junction with various member club meetings. The goal 
would be to more closely integrate PNNA activities 
with those of the clubs and to bring the PNNA closer to 
those who are active in the clubs. 

Dan Vornbrock asked about PNNA member clubs. 
Lisa noted that there currently were eight member 
clubs and described the benefits to the clubs of PNNA 
membership. These include publicity through the 
PNNA show calendar, links to club websites from the 
PNNA website, access to PNNA owned display cases 
for free use at club sponsored shows, use of the 
PNNA’s digital projectors for club presentations, and 
opportunities for involvement in larger shows as co- 
sponsors with the PNNA. Allen Berman noted that club 
support enabled the PNNA to reliably host the annual 
convention — the largest annual coin show in the re- 
gion, and one that attracted national as well as local 
dealers. 

Joe Webber asked about the dealer tables in the 
bourse, expressing a preference for the 30” wide tables 
used in the past over the 24” wide tables used this year. 
Mike Labosier explained that a new decorator was used 
this year and that the narrower tables were all that were 
available from this source. Mike and Scott Loos had 
made the decision to hire the decorator after finding 
that the decorator used by the PNNA for many years 
was unavailable. Scott was aware of the smaller table 
size but noted that the 24” tables are used at ANA con- 
ventions. 

Dennis Reed commented that the carpet panels 
used to cover the gym floor of the bourse buckled or 
did not lay flat in some places and that this presented a 
safety issue. In fact, there were a couple of incidents 
this year of people tripping and falling due to the un- 
even flooring. Mike explained that the carpet panels are 
placed by staff of the facility and that they were flat 
prior to the decorator’s set-up work. Some panels were 
shifted out of place or buckled as set up work was done 
and as heavy carts were rolled over them during dealer 
set up. A thorough re -positioning of the carpet panels 
was not done prior the show’s opening. Mike will en- 
sure that this is noted for next year, and will coordinate 
with the facility and the decorator to improve the re- 
adjustment of the carpet panels after set up and before 
the bourse is open to the public. 


Awards 

Danny discussed the PNNA awards process and 
announced the following 2010 winners: 

Bob Everett Memorial Award - Dick Cowley.
